| learned to work with latex when, | think some 25 
years ago, Steven English started his shop DEMASK 
in Amsterdam.

All Latex by Brigitte More 
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Do you believe living in Manchester makes easier to 
earn your own live working with Arts? 

Full time jobs in photography are hard to find in Man- 
chester in the current financial climate and a few stu- 
dios have closed recently under the pressure of it all. | 
don't have a full time job in photography, | work part- 
time at Argos and do photography more as a hobby at 
the minute. 


I've been working on TF» shoots to build up my portfolio 
and the aim is to gain a strong enough portfolio to start 
going freelance over the next couple of years. However 
| don't think that | would like to do photography full 
time, | like having a normal job and being able to do 
photography as well as it feels like a treat every time | 
get back into a studio. It allows me plenty of time to 
meticulously plan my next project, and it keeps photo- 
graphy fresh for me. 


Was it difficult in the beginning to gain models trust? 
Because a lot of planning goes into my shoots and 
there is a lot of communication before the day of the 
shoot, | believe | tend to have gained the models trust 
before we even meet. I like to make sure that everyone 
involved knows exactly what to expect from the shoot 
so that everyone involved is at their ease. 


Many of your pictures are like little works of arte. Do 
you treat them as such? 

| have never thought of it that way, but in some ways 
yes | suppose ۱ do treat them like that. | like to spend 
the time in the studio getting my lighting and framing 
perfect. Then when I get home I will upload all my ima- 
ges and sort them into folders then return to them a 
couple of days later with fresh eyes and see how I can 
improve them, but keep them as natural as | can. 


Do you prefer taking many or just a few photographs 
during a session? 

This depends on what the shoot is for. If it's for a de- 
signer then I take a lot of pictures. That way we can get 
together and see what we are happy with, as what my 
idea of what ۱5 a great shot could be very different from 
theirs. If it's for a personal project then | stop when | 
have the right shot. 


What is the key of your success? What makes you dif- 
ferent from other photographers? 

I'd like to think that my recent success has been achie- 
ved via hard work, perseverance, determination. As for 
what makes me different from other photographers 
well a lot of the models that | work with often say it's 
nice to shoot with a female photographer that does fe- 
tish and alternative photography. Also | hate the trend 
for stick thin models, women have curves and that 
should be embraced. I also like to use bold colours and 
experiment with cropping. 


How would you define beauty? 


In my eyes beauty is individuality. Not being afraid to 
shun trends and public opinion. It's having faith in who 
you are. 


What is more important today: dominating the camera 
of Photoshop? 

| admire anybody that is good at photoshop as the ef- 
fects that can be achieved with the right technique can 
be breathtaking. However in my opinion there is a fine 
line between improving a photograph and transforming 
It into artwork by over processing it and morphing it 
into something that is unrecognisable from the original. 
| think that photoshopped images are facing a backlash 
as people are starting to question the authenticity of 
images a lot more. If Ihad been asked this question a 
year ago the answer would have been more straight 
forward as photoshop was a clear winner, however in 
recent months there has been an increase in the num- 
ber of photographers that | know that are resorting to 
film cameras and therefore leading to a resurgence in 
having to be technically good with a camera, so there 
is still hope for the future of the camera. 


Do you believe anyone with a camera can be a photo- 
grapher? 

Anybody that believe anyone with a camera can be a 
photographer clearly hasn't seen the pictures that my 
mother takes, and that's if she can even puts the bat- 
teries in the right way in the first place! So no | don't 
think photography is for everyone. 


What importance have wardrobe and make-up in the 
final output? 

They play a huge part, as far as I'm concerned they 
should provide the tone, the model should create the 
attitude and it's the photographers job to achieve the 
atmosphere via lighting and angles. 


Is there one person you would like to have in front of 
your camera? 

| would love to have Tim Burton and Helena Bonham 
Carter in the studio together as a couple, as they don't 
seem to do a lot of images together and I'm a huge ad- 
mirer of their work, and ۱ adore their style and elegance. 


Who would you not like to have in front of it? 

Any political personality. l'd imagine there would be a 
lot of protocol involved. They also don't seem to listen 
to what the members of the public have to say so | 
doubt they'd take direction well. 


Have you ever run out of inspiration? 

Yes | have run out of inspiration. However whenever 
that happens I just think of everything | have over come 
and I'm soon back to my best. You see ۱ became ill 
while | was in my 4th year at secondary school and | 
spent a lot of time in and out of hospital. | started fain- 
ting and nobody could explain why, With the fainting 
came various injuries such as broken arms and knocks 
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to the head, as well as knee injuries and almost 
constantly being covered in bruises. One day at 
school one of my teachers who was also my head 
of year, arranged for my mother to come into school 
for a meeting. In that meeting she informed both me 
and my mother that ۱۲ had been decided that my he- 
alth was causing to much disruption to the other 
students and therefore | couldn't continue to go 
there. So basically | was getting kicked out. My mo- 
ther was angry as you can imagine, and like any pa- 
rent would do she asked so where do we go from 
here and in that split second the teacher just replied 
"well she isn't going to achieve anything while she's 
like this" | wanted to scream and shout instead | just 
sat there and quietly cried as my mother tried to 
comfort me. | spent a while feeling sorry for myself. 


Then a few months later | started going to a hospital 
school, while | was there | achieved 3 GCSE's and 
got 2 place at Oldham College. My ۱۱۱ health still ca- 
rried on but | passed that course and got into uni- 
versity where things hit an all time low with my 
health but | got there in the end. So now | have my 
GCSE's, National Diploma in Media Moving Image 
and FdA in Photography and Digital image. l'm now 
in the real world and | have a sturdy part-time job 
and | get to live my dream of photographing ama- 
zing people and recently getting Images published. 


| don't think that's bad work for the girl that was told 
she wouldn't achieving anything all those years ago, 
So | will always get inspiration from being able to 
see just how far | have come. 


Ted Grant said: "When you photograph people in co- 
lour you photograph their clothes. When you pho- 
tograph people in black and white, you photograph 
their souls.” Do you agree with him? 

No I don't think I do. | work with models that are cre- 
ative, colourful and tend to be covered in tattoos, 
piercings or both. | feel that their quirkiness would 
be muted in black and white. 


Do you like sharing all your photographs or do you 
keep some for yourself? 

| don't like sharing a lot of images. | will share 4 pic- 
tures maximum from each shoot as it forces me to 
be more critical about my work. | will send more 
then that to the models and designers, but in the 
majority of cases they use the same images I share 
as they are the stronger shots. 


What are your projects? 

| don't really like talking about projects that are co- 
ming up | like to play my cards close to me chest but 
| will say is that | plan on keeping Mike Manns of 
Pumpkin Studios (the studio that I hire for my sho- 
ots) very busy in the near future so keep your eyes 


peeled. 


Would you like to say something to our readers? 
l'd just like to thank you all for reading and | hope 
that | haven't bored you too much! Thank you for all 
of your support and ۱ have that after reading this 
that you realise that you really can achieve anything 
when you put your mind to it. Just look at me.

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¿Crees que crecer en Manchester facilita la opción de 
ganarse la vida con el arte? 

En el actual contexto financiero, es muv complicado 
encontrar trabajo como fotógrafa a tiempo completo 
en Manchester. De hecho, algunos estudios han tenido 
que cerrar por la presión. No trabajo a tiempo completo 
en la fotografía, trabajo a tiempo parcial en Argos, de 
manera que hoy por hoy, la fotografía es una afición. 
He estado haciendo fotos por intercambio para crear 
mi portafolio. Mi objetivo es hacer un portafolio lo su- 
ficientemente consistente como para dedicarme a esto 
como autónoma dentro de un par de años. Sin em- 
bargo, no creo que me gustaría dedicarme a tiempo 
completo a la fotografía. Me gusta tener un trabajo nor- 
mal y ser capaz de hacer fotografía, ya que es un placer 
cada vez que vuelvo al estudio. Me deja un montón de 
tiempo para planificar cuidadosamente mi próximo 
proyecto, y así la fotografía sigue siendo algo fresco 
para mí. 


¿Te resultó difícil al principio ganarte la confianza de 
las futuras modelos? 

Debido a que planifico meticulosamente mis sesiones 
y hay mucha comunicación antes del dia de la 0 
fotográfica, creo que me gano la confianza de las mo- 
delos incluso antes de conocernos. Me gusta asegu- 
rarme de que todos los involucrados sepan qué esperar 
exactamente de la sesión y que todos los participantes 
campen a sus anchas. 


Muchas de tus fotografías son como pequeñas obras 
de arte. ¿Las tratas como tal? 

Nunca he pensado de esa manera, pero en cierto modo 
sí, supongo que sí las trato así. Me gusta pasar el 
tiempo en el estudio para obtener una luz y encuadre 
perfectos.Luego, cuando llego a casa subo todas mis 
imagenes y las ordeno en carpetas. Después, las 
vuelvo a mirar al cabo de par de días más tarde con 
ojos nuevos y ver cómo puedo mejorar, pero de manera 
tan natural como pueda. 


¿Prefieres hacer muchas o pocas fotos en una sesión? 
Depende de para qué sea la sesión fotográfica. Si es 
para un diseñador, saco muchas fotografías. De esta 
manera nos podemos reunir y ver con lo que estamos 
contentos con, dado que mi idea de lo que es una gran 
foto podría ser muy diferente de la de los demás. Si es 
para un proyecto personal, paro nada más conseguir la 
foto adecuada. 


¿Cuál es la clave de tu éxito? ¿Qué la hace diferente de 
otros fotógrafos? 

Me gustaría pensar que he logrado mi reciente éxito 
gracias al arduo trabajo, la perseverancia y la determi- 
nación. En cuanto a lo que me hace diferente de otros 
fotógrafos... Bien, muchas de las modelos con las que 
trabajo a menudo dicen que es agradable hacer una 
sesión con una mujer que se dedique a la fotografía fe- 
tichista y alternativa. Además, odio la tendencia de mo- 


delos esqueléticas; las mujeres tienen curvas y eso de- 
bería aceptarse. También me gusta utilizar colores 
fuertes y experimentar con la eliminación de zonas.

Si me hu- 
bieran hecho esta pregunta hace un año, la respuesta 
habría sido más sencilla: Photoshop sería un claro ga-

¿Cualquiera que tenga una cámara puede ser fotó- 
grafo? 

Quien crea que alguien con una cámara puede ser un 
fotógrafo claramente no ha visto las fotos que mi 
madre saca, y eso si primero consigue poner las pilas 
en el sitio correcto.

¿Qué importancia le das al vestuario y maquillaje al re- 
sultado final? 

Desempeñan un papel muy importante, por lo que a mí 
respecta, deben proporcionar el tono, el modelo debe 
crear la actitud y es el trabajo de los fotógrafos lograr 
la atmósfera a través de la iluminación y los ángulos. 


¿Hay alguna persona a la que te gustaría tener enfrente 
de tu cámara? 

Me encantaría tener a Tim Burton y Helena Bonham 
Carter juntos en el estudio como pareja, ya que parece 
que no tienen muchas imágenes juntos y yo soy una 
gran admiradora de su trabajo, me encanta su estilo y 
elegancia. 


¿A quién no te gustaría tener delante de la cámara? 

A cualquier personalidad política. Me imagino que 
habrá un montón de protocolo. Asimismo, no parecen 
escuchar lo que los miembros de la ciudadanía tienen 
que decir por lo que dudo que sepan seguir instruccio- 
nes. 


Sí, me he quedado sin inspiración. Sin embargo, cada 
vez que eso ocurre sólo pienso en todo lo que he su- 
perado y al de poco tiempo ya vuelvo a dar lo mejor de 
mí. Verás, enfermé mientras yo estaba en mi cuarto 
año en la escuela secundaria y pasé mucho tiempo en- 
trando y saliendo del hospital. Empecé a desmayarme 
y nadie podía explicar por qué, con los desmayos lle- 
garon diversas lesiones, como fracturas de brazos y 
golpes en la cabeza, así como lesiones en la rodilla y 
casi siempre estaba cubierta de hematomas. Un día en 
la escuela, una de mis maestras, que también fue mi 
director, pidió a mi madre que asistiera a una reunión 
con ella. En esa reunión nos informó a mi madre y a mí 
que se había decidido que mi salud estaba causando 
problemas a los demás alumnos y por lo tanto que no 
podía continuar allí. Básicamente, me estaban expul- 
sando.

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Shortly after high school, Zuhair Murad moved from Beirut to Paris where he 
obtained his degree in fashion. 


In 1999 Zuhair Murad made his first appearance on the catwalks of Rome 
with an acclaimed collection that led to his participation in the Italian calen- 
dar. In 1995, Zuhair Murad opened his third head shop in Beirut. His extensive 
lines encompass haute couture, ready-to-wear, accessories and eyewear. 
Plans to expand the fashion line are underway to include beauty products, 
perfumes, swimwear and lingerie as well as furnishings. Two boutiques (in- 
cluding showrooms) have been opened. The first in Beirut on Charles Helou 
Avenue and the second on rue Francois | in Paris. He also has a showroom 
in Milan on rue Borgogna.

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Cynthia von Buhler a.k.a. Countess von Buhler is an 
American artist, performer, playwright, and children's 
book author. Early life: Von Buhler (born Cynthia Ca- 
rrozza) was raised in Pittsfield, Massachusetts, the 
middle child in an artistic family with six children. Of 
her childhood, she says "As soon as we could hold a 
scissor, we learned every kind of craft imaginable, and 
worked in three dimensions, not just two.” Creative 
from the start, she created large-scale papier-mache 
floats for her hometown Halloween parades, and won 
her first art award while she was still in grammar 
school. Von Buhler studied art and children's books at 
The Art Institute of Boston. 


After graduating she continued her studies at Rich- 
mond, The American International University in Lon- 
don. Illustration career: Not knowing what to do with 
an art degree, von Buhler considered becoming a strip- 
per, but instead was offered a job at The Art Institute 
of Boston. Within four years she worked her way up 
from Administrative Assistant to Director of Public Re- 
lations reporting to the university's president. "AIB was 
my second home. That experience gave me confl- 
dence in all facets of my work." Von Buhler wanted to 
be a children's book author and illustrator, but she was 
having trouble breaking into the field. She focused ins- 
tead on editorial illustration and began creating dark 
pastel drawings for magazines like Seventeen, Cos- 
mopolitan, and Teen under her maiden name, Cynthia 
Carrozza. "| was the queen of teen magazine illustra- 
tion. Anorexia, date rape, and jealousy were constant 
themes." Eventually, at the request of her clients, her 
art became stylistically brighter and she started dra- 
wing for high-end clients like the Four Seasons Hotel. 
"The work had no depth. It just wasn't me and over 
time it became something | hated. | went through this 
period of depression. It was very hard and emotional 
for me." At this time, in the mid-nineties, she and Adam 
Buhler a.k.a. Adam von Buhler bought a large purple 
Victorian house in the Allston neighborhood of Boston. 
She painted the walls in jewel tones with patterns of 
climbing vines. "It was a creative turning point for me. 
When | moved into my house, | needed art for the 
walls. So, | started making these paintings that were 
much different than the style | had been working in. 

That is when | decided not to make any artwork that I 
did not want to put on my wall." Von Buhler's three-di- 
mensional paintings have been reproduced and featu- 
red in a diverse variety of books, magazines, and 
newspapers from Rolling Stone to The New Yorker. Her 
work has appeared in more than a thousand magazi- 
nes, books, publications, billboards, and CDs. In 1995 
she was interviewed about her art in Mary Magdalen: 
An Intimate Portrait on the Lifetime Network. The ex- 
pose was narrated by Penelope Ann Miller and also fe- 
atured interviews with Martin Scorsese and Arch 
Bishop Rembert Weakland. In addition, a von Buhler 
portrait of Mary Magdalen which had been commis- 
sioned by The New Yorker was featured in the show's 


introductory graphics. In 1998, she was hired by Viking 
Publishing to illustrate a children's book, Nicholas Ni- 
cholson's Little Girl in Red Dress With Cat and Dog. 
This book garnered von Buhler a starred review in Pu- 
blishers Weekly, which praised the "Imaginative debut" 
and her "distinct sense of time and place." A tarot deck 
based upon the writings of William Shakespeare, "The 
Shakespeare Oracle: Let the Bard Predict Your Future," 
written by A. Bronwyn Llewellyn, was illustrated by von 
Buhler and released in 2003. In 2004 von Buhler's por- 
traits of Madonna and Jimi Hendrix accompanied es- 
says by Britney Spears and John Mayer in the "50th 
Anniversary of Rock and Roll" issue of Rolling Stone. 





The painting of Jimi Hendrix was built with a Strato- 
caster guitar as the singer's spine and the piece was 
set on fire. Both paintings are now in the collection of 
Jann Wenner. Illustration awards and honors: 1996

family is rumored to be descended from the royal Ita- 
lian Sforza family. 'When asked what | wanted my e- 
mail address to be, I said off-the-cuff, "Countess." 


Countesses aren't prissy like Princesses. Countesses 
know the score! In a manifesto von Buhler wrote in 
2001 she explains why she has a title. "But is there re- 
ally royal blood in my veins? My grandmother's maiden 
name is Sforza, and the rumor in the family is that we 
are related to the infamous Francesco Sforza of Milan, 
known for treachery, hiring Leonardo Da Vinci as his 
plumber, beautiful mistresses, and a delicious Italian 
nougat candy called Torrone.” A friend began referring 
to the gothic Victorian house as Castle von Buhler and 
the name stuck. When Cynthia married Adam Buhler 
In 1995, she decided to add "von" to her name: "| 
couldn't take someone else's name and still feel like 
myself...so | dubbed myself Cynthia von Buhler. (The 
"von" took the place of my non-existent middle name.) 


At the same time she changed her name, von Buhler 
became involved in the music industry. She started a 
performance art band, Women of Sodom, which won 
a Best Music Poll Award from the Boston Phoenix in 
1997 and became a Boston sensation. Women of 
Sodom headlined clubs across the country and ope- 
ned for Gwar, Voivod, God Lives Underwater and 
Psychotica. The band performed at New York City's 
Roseland Ballroom and Boston's Avalon as part of the 
Sextacy Ball, with My Life With The Thrill Kill Kult and 
Lords of Acid also on the bill. "Boots" featured vocals 
and lyrics by von Buhler and music by Xavier Dietrich 
Il and was released in 1997 on Pussykitty Records. At 
this time von Buhler and her husband started a record 
label named after their house with the award-winning 
designer Clifford Stoltze. "In the 1990s, it was Impos- 
sible to walk into an Allston club or Cambridge bar wi- 
thout tripping over one of Cynthia von Buhler's 
paintings, music projects, or a band signed to her re- 
cord label. If there was ever a queen of the Boston 
scene, it was von Buhler." Castle von Buhler also rele- 
ased a series of art and music CD compilations titled 
Soon, Anon, and Nigh. The artist explains the titles this 
way: "Soon there will be a cure for AIDS...and then we 
came up with Anon and Nigh which means the same 
thing." In honor of von Buhler's close college friend, 
William Lincoln Tisdale, who had died from the dise- 
ase, proceeds from these compilations were donated 
to various AIDS charities. The CDs won various design 
awards and many of the young illustrators who crea- 
ted the artwork flourished. Von Buhler contributed mu- 
sically and artistically to the compilations and her first 
work (which incorporated a live dove) was honored by 
Society of Illustrators in New York City.Curators began 
approaching von Buhler, offering her exhibits in Boston 
and New York City. She was she was chosen by Bos- 
ton Magazine as one of the "40 Bostonians We Love" 
in their June 2002 cover feature article. Von Buhler 
was frequently featured on the covers of The Boston 
Globe,The Boston Phoenix, The Improper Bostonian, 
and many other Boston-based art and music publica- 
tions. She appeared so frequently in The Boston Pho- 
enix they named her "their unofficial mascot." 


She also appeared twice on MTV; as Bettie Page in an 
MTV music video for the band The Amazing Crowns 
(which was previewed on Beavis and Butthead) and in 
a sitcom called Apt 3F. Von Buhler formed and mana- 
ged her husband's band Splashdown, and helped them 
get signed with Capitol Records. In 2001, after Splas- 
hdown angrily left Capitol Records, von Buhler's band 
Countess released a rock opera record about the evils 
of pop stardom and the music industry. Ironically the 
project was funded through a demo deal from MCA 
Records. Countess was nominated for a Boston Music 
Award. They opened for Karen Finley at Royally F***ed, 
a three-day event featuring visual and performance art 
in at The Boston Institute of Contemporary Art and the 
Paradise Rock Club. In 2001, the last year that von 
Buhler lived at Castle von Buhler, she turned the se- 
cond floor into The Dietrich von Buhler Gallery "for ar- 
tists who want to do things that aren't market-driven, 
that aren't necessarily for sale, that are cutting-edge. 
Art that you probably wouldn't want to put in your 
house but is really interesting to view, and opens your 
mind to new ideas.”, A curator from The Whitney Mu- 
seum in New York City stopped by looking for artists 
to be featured in their Whitney Biennial exhibit., The 
house became well known for von Buhler's unique par- 
ties and art exhibits.

There are icons in this live, icons that are repeated again and again until they become 
engraved in our minds, as in school they teach us pairs of countries and capitals. If 
we talk about murders, we think about Jack the Ripper. As inventors, Franklin, Da 
Vinci or Edison. And Goodyear? Tires. No one will speak out in favour of him as a 
guru of the rubberism, inventor or businessman. Let us be the first ones. 


Come on and search the nearest Dr. Who's phone box and let's go more than one 
hundred years back in time. Napoleon has just done a coup d'état and now he's ha- 
ving fun in Egypt. Colonialism has brought to our houses weirdest elements than the 
feathered Indians Colon shipped from America. Papayas, pineapples, coconuts, latex. 
And, between all this mess, inside the young United States, there's bearing a lively 
mind who will join the Scientifics' conga which, with Volta and Watt, will strip us from 
the witchcraft' burnings. But Charles is only few months now, let's draw a little bit. 
He has some job to do, leaving Connecticut, marrying and having sons. 


Changing his residence often, Goodyear the grocery shopkeeper, dedicated his time 
to do some invents and patents in the backroom, maybe without lots of success. Ok, 
with no success at all. But he was doing his contacts, presentations. Reading articles, 
exchanging correspondence. And he heard about a Boston's enterprise, Roxbury 
Rubber Co., who was improving some goods with the newest material, the rubber. It 
was a growth market, because the new medicine asked for more and more material. 
Although that, their elastic little tubes didn't endure so much. They break easily and 
shred. 


He was curious about it and obtained some samples. Which remained in a drawer 
for a while... or in a suitcase, because he was still moving up and down through all 
New England, opening and closing business. And one day that he had nothing to do 
in a New York's guesthouse, he started some experiments. The result was not bad. 
Neither good at all. His idea was that, ۱۲ rubber only, became fragile, he must add 
some substances to make it harder, maybe some salts. He melted if and mixed it 
with Sodium salts, Magnesium salts and so. His results, better than Roxbury's, still 
cracked quickly. But he discovered that only after selling thousands and thousands 
of units, when a mob of angry costumers came to have a refund. Ruined and with 
creditors chasing him, he found his bones in jail in Philadelphia (was not the first 
neither the last time). 


and démodés outfits were a necessary precursor of the design and technical explo- 
sion we enjoy today. And twenty years forward from now, you'll see how awful we 
think Atsuko Kudo creations are. 


As in folk tales, where the hero must pass through some labours once and again until 
he reaches his goal, this story repeated often. And it would be funny, if there were 
not a wife and sons behind him (twelve sons; six died), submissive and ignored. But 
failure after failure, the serendipity came to visit him. His samples were better. Now 
he was using Indian Rubber (latex) from Brazil, and after adding the mentioned salts, 
he spread it in pieces of cotton clothing and let them to dry near a heater. One day, 
the samples were so near to the heater, that the rope where they were hanged burned 
and they fell too close to the fire. Thinking that they were all wasted, he didn't bother 
about them. But oh my little Pasteur! Next morning the sulphured samples became 
more steady and elastic than no one before. He discovered a process to make rubber 
stronger, still elastic and compact, and to endure. Honouring the roman god of fire, 
he named this process vulcanization. 
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He only needed now to find some patron who still 
trusts him. That was really a challenge! Moving earth 
and sky and spending his last favours with some new- 
yorkers, he meet the success to open a little factory 
off... tubes? Rubber bulbs? Ducks? No! Shoes and clo- 
thing! Yes, Goodyear was the first one to do latex clo- 


thing. In Victorian advertisings we can see 
moustached gentlemen telling us that the future was 
now, and it was made of rubber. Sooner we'll all wear 
rubber all day. He was not so wrong. And to announce 
his products, he turned himself in a living advertise- 
ment. He wore always a rubber hat, and often, rubber 
shoes, rubber trousers, rubber ties. At home, he had a 
portrait painted with rubber on a rubber canvas. He 
also edited his autobiography... on rubber! Extravagant 
and obsessed? Also today's rubberists are. 


Goodyear was so convinced about his “vegetal lea- 
ther", that he defended it with tooth and nail. Rightly 
he though rubber was the most revolutionary material 
of all the XIXth century. But his dreams of a future ALL 
done by rubber were not too realistic (rubber boats OK 
but, rubber flags? Rubber music instruments?). We 
must contextualize it. Plastic, synthetic fibres or other 
polymers didn't exist yet, and on those days there was 
no similar material. The potential market niche was 
enormous. Today, its presence Is so common in our 
lives that we don't think about it. Always present in do- 





or's contours, blocks, protection layers in children 
playgrounds, shoes' soles and yes, tires. But there's 
still some uses that are to be vindicated by rubber or 
its similar, as cooking with silicone. 


Latex clothing has been only a Goodyear's invention 
slow daughter. You know, just seventy years ago peo- 
ple still wear hoop skirts and high wigs. We could not 
expect so radical changes. Slowly but surely, latex clo- 
thes and garments claimed his place in our wardrobes. 
For some years only Mackintoshes were seen on the 
streets (a Scotish brand by the way, which bring a law- 
suit for the patent with Goodyear... and lost). Rubber 
willies came later. During its first steps, latex&rubber 
was associated with water. Mmmmm, waders, scuba 
suits. 


Inexorable, latex has now claimed himself. Although 
Goodyear ideated the first catsuit in history. We're 
today privileged to see truly design and high quality 
clothing. And colour in it. | can't say anything else but: 
thank Charles for your effort and tenacity. If the booze 
doesn't slides from my latexgloved hands, in the next 
fetish party | will toast for you. And I'm sorry for you, 
because you dead without two cents to rub together, 
with more than 200.000 US$ in debts. That's life. 


Did you know that is a common mistake to attribute to 
Goodyear, the propriety of the homonymous tire fabric? 
Charles died on 1860, and the fabric was not founded 
until 1898. And ıt was 700 km away. Tires were just the 
only thing that was not ideated by Goodyear. It had 
been a Scottish based in Belfast, John Boyd Dunlop, 
who though that a rubber inner tube would be the best 
way to prevent his nine years old son to became brui- 
sed when he went to the school with his tricycle.
